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Keat’s Lane is situated opposite to the west end 
of the Chapel, and the corner house on one’s left 
is known as Keat’s House, which was originally 
built in 1735 by Dr. Goodall, headmaster of Eton 
in 1802-9. Dr. Keat took possession of the house 
in 1809, and remained there for the 25 years that 
he was headmaster of Eton. 
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
